DOWN 5 

Down is one of the most efficient natural insulators known, that is applicable for 
clothing and sleeping bags. It is light, durable, and fills the greatest volume for the 
least weight, yet compresses into the smallest space for packing. Superior breathing char- 
acteristics of down permit maximum transfer of warm, moist air from the body, allow- 
ing the wearer to stay warm and dry. The fine qualities of down are attested to by the 
delight and satisfaction of people who have used it, and by the ever-increasing demand 
for down products. 

In counterpoint to the above is the problem of assessing the quality and character of 
any given quantity of down. Unlike a manufactured product, where control over specifi- 
cations and characteristics is fairly exact, down quality is subject to many variables. 


In the marketing of down products manufacturers have tended to dazzle the custo- 
mer with vague or glittering statements that are sometimes true, but difficult to verify. 
Some manufacturers would have you think that they have their own flock of wild birds 
out on the “back forty” all banded and branded with their trademark, which is just so 
much bunk. Descriptions such as “super”, “handplucked”, “grade AA”, “premium”, “vir- 

in” “northern”, etc., vary from the possibility of being true to outright meaninglessness. 
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In contrast to commercial descriptions of down, there are legal descriptions. Permis- 
sible language is exact and designated. We can say “goosedown”, “duckdown”, “water- 
fowl down” (a mixture), but that is about it. Color, which is immaterial, may be desig- 
nated, but is not required. Under present California law, down is defined as: “. . . the un- 
dercoating of waterfowl, consisting of the light, fluffy filaments growing from one quill 
point but vvithout any quill shaft.” The composition of an article labeled as down is fur- 
ther defined in respect to percentages of dovvn, feathers, residue, etc. 


This is very fine and protective of the consumer to the extent that you know you are 
getting “down”. However, it does not really tell you how good that particular down is, 
because it does not take into account the origin of the birds or the conditions under vvhich 
they are bred. The vvhole matter comes dovvn to the fact that you must rely on the manu- 
facturer”s integrity in regard to his statements and his willingness to back the quality of 
the product unconditionally. 


The picture of a vvild goose or duck flying high over northern lakes and marshes is 


what we relate to the down filling in the sleeping bag or jacket we own. The reality is that 
those ducks and geese are domestic creatures, raised in huge flocks just as chickens or tur- 


In cost. We use either goose or duck fills, de- 
pending on end use requirements. 


Mummy Bags: We use goose fill. These bags 
are designed for low-temperature use and have 
very costly and elaborate construction. We use 
the very best fill, even though the cost of the 
finished product is high. 


Other Bags: We use duck fill in our Omnis, 
Double Mummy and Footsack. These bags are 
for more general use. Use of goose rather than 
duck fill would not greatly affect their perform- 
ance, but the cost would be disproportionate. 


Down Clothing: All of our down jackets are 
quilt-type construction, and we use duck fill. 
In a fully bafiled sleeping bag, great effort 
is put into making an optimum construction for 
maximum lofting of the down. However, quilt- 
thru construction of jackets results in compres- 
sion of the down and there is no measurable dif- 
ference in the two fills as to performance, but 
there is a great cost difference. We choose to 
offer a quality item where cost and perform- 
ance are balanced, without respect to the mys- 
tique that goose is essential and always better. 


SLEEPING BAG 072 

Fabrics: We use all-nylon fabrics in a ripstop 
weave. They are light, strong and durable. We 
use 1.5 and 1.9 oz. welghts of fabric. We use the 
lighter, more costly weight of ripstop where 
welght savings are most critical. The heavier 
weight ripstop is a bit more tolerant of abuse 
and more economical. 


Baffle: We have developed for use a knit, 
stretch-nylon netting. It has extreme elasticity, 
but retains shape with release of tension. It is 
definitely superior to fabric baffle and an im- 
provement over the non-stretch net we formerly 
used. It is very light and finely-knit; 1t cannot 
ravel or pull out of the sew line. One misguided 
criticism of net baffle is that it allows shifting 
of down from one section to another. This is 
not true, for the downs are too large to freely 
pass and are constantly faced with the down 
on the other side. An equilibrium is maintained. 


Zippers: We use Y.K.K. Delrin Nylon zippers 
in the large #10 chain size. Double sliders allow 
top and bottom operation, for maximum venti- 
lation control. We happily guarantee these zip- 
pers against failure, for with over 40,000 sleep- 
ing bags in the field, the number of zipper fail- 


ures can be counted on the fingers of any normal

rticularly in mind. They are raised and mar- 
keted as a food product, and that consumption 
dictates the conditions under which they are 
raised. Plumage represents less than 10% of 
the bird’s value. 


The origin of all this material is world-wide; 
it comes from Asia, America, Canada and Eur- 
ope. We are concerned with the down from 
“northern” countries inasmuch as the down 
must keep the bird warm before it keeps you 
warm. Climate plays a part in producing opti- 
mum down, for a duck or goose living in Florida 
or Taiwan cannot produce, and does not need, 
the insulation of one living in Finland or Po- 
land. There is also maturity of the bird, for an 
older bird produces a down cluster of greater 
size and resiliency than one which is small and 
immature. Until recent years, geese and ducks 
were raised to maturity; a market goose weighed 
25 to 30 pounds. A trend started in the past 
decade when the demand for a smaller, leaner 
bird became dominant. Today, instead of a 25 
pound bird, the market goose in Europe weighs 
about 10 to 12 pounds. The lowly duck, being 
rather small to start with, has not been reduced 
proportionally. As the poultry industry in the 
— U.S. has changed radically in recent years, so 
Q has the waterfowl industry abroad . it 
| as moved in the direction of efficient breeding 
and “rapid turnover”. 


It is apparent from the above that such radi- 
cal changes in the raising of birds is going to 
affect the type of plumage available. Consistent- 
ly obtaining qualities that will compare with the 
down of only five years ago is a difficult task. 


Cost has gone up. This is consistent with the 
economic growth and strength of the European 
market, which is the principal source of quality 
downs. 


Sierra Designs uses only prime quality goose 
and duck downs. The best basis to test the rela- 
tive efficiency of downs is by how much space a 
given weight will fill (our test methods are those 
devised by the Federal Bureau of Commerce) 
and how efficient it is in recovery of “fill-power” 
after being compressed. The standard for our 
fills is: 

Goosedown: Cubic centimeter filling power 

of 550-600 per ounce. 

Duckdown: Cubic centimeter filling power 

of 525-575 per ounce. 

Relative to weight used, goosedown is about 
10 - 12% more efficient, but about 22% greater

Differential Cut: This is the “thermos bottle” 
idea. Imner shell is cut smaller than outer, so 
that the thickness of insulation will remain con- 
stant. Down can be displaced by movemcnt ol 
elbows, hips, knees, etc. Smaller inner shell pre- 
vents you from pushing through insulating layer 
to outer shell and creating a thin spot. Any 
manufacturer who says that differential cut 5 
not important is a crock, for light, down bags 
are not rigid constructions and a differential 
bag does keep the inner shell close to the body, 
while minimizing penetration of the down layer. 
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Stitching: All of our baffle stitching is un- 
exposed. Our seams are sewn so that no thread 
is exposed on the inner or outer surface of the 
bag. This method requires more fabric and 
more sew time, but your bag will be stronger 
and give longer service, because the snagging 
and abrasion of stitch lines is eliminated.

Baffle System: Bafiles are the “glue” that holds 
together the intricate construction that makes 
up an expensive down sleeping bag. Baffle set- 
ting is a complex sewing task, for each down 
compartment must be separate from every other. 
We use a complete blocking system. First there 
are the cross baffles. These are the principal 
stitch lines visible across the bag. They form 
the main compartments and require good bafile 
material and uniform stitching. Second there is 
the side-block baffle. It provides an anchor for 
the cross baffles and in itself is the barrier that 
prevents down from shifting from the upper 
half of the bag to the lower. Third there is the 
joining of cross-baffle to the side-block baffe. 
This prevents down from “turning the corner” 
of adjacent compartments opposite zipper side 
of the bag. 5

Baffle Patterns: The techniques described 
above are used in two different patterns.

BODIE 


Most of this year”s catalog was photographed in the “ghost” town of Bodie, California. 
Bodie is a spare, beautiful vvreck of a town sitting 8,000 feet high in the California desert 
east of San Francisco near the Nevada border. 


Bodie's history was brief and tumultuous; the town was famous for its murders, sa- 
loons, disastrous fires, vvhorehouses, mine disasters, and bitter winter weather. A little 
girl, whose family was moving from Aurora to Bodie is said to have concluded her night- 
ly prayers with “Goodbye, God, I’m going to Bodie”, a quotation which may well have 
been the sentiment of many of the men who went there to work the mines. 

Bodie is an unusual setting for our catalog, but we happen to like the look and 
spirit of the place. Standing in the snowblown, empty-housed streets, one is curiously 
touched by the earthy vitality that remains amid the debris of Bodie’s past life. 

We wish to thank the California Dept. of Parks and Recreation for permission to 
photograph in Bodie. In particular we thank Ranger Larry Cernak for showing and tell- 
ing us about Bodie, for extending the hospitality of his house and magnificent wood stove. 
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We don't mind saying this is one of the 
best two-man mountaineering tents around. 
Apparently many Glacier tent owners don't 
mind saying so either, for we get more 
complimentary letters about this tent than 
any other item of equipment we make. 
Tent has two entrances: a tunnel door at 
alcove end, and a two-zipper, triangular 
door at the front. Both entrances are fully 
screened for insect protection in warm 
weather.
